SCHOOLS from Chard, Ilminster and 
Crewkerne are part of a newly-formed 
teaching alliance, formed to provide high- 
quality training and professional develop¬ 
ment for teachers at any stage of their 
career. 

Redstart Teaching Alliance (RTA) is led by Red¬ 
start Primary School in Chard and involves a total 
of 18 schools. 

Redstart Primary gained teaching school status 
from the National College for Teaching and Lead¬ 
ership in September 2015. 

Teaching schools are selected from schools rated 
outstanding by Ofsted, to take a leading role in re¬ 
cruiting and training new entrants to the profes¬ 
sion, identify leadership potential and provide 
other support for schools. 

The Redstart Teaching Alliance is already pro¬ 
viding school-to-school support to three schools 
that need extra help and is preparing to launch spe¬ 
cialist programmes to develop outstanding teach¬ 
ers, newly-qualified teachers and middle leaders. 

It has a partnership with the University of Exeter 
to provide school direct placements for trainee 
teachers. 

At least 100 teachers from primary, middle and 
secondary schools are set to benefit from the new 
alliance over its first year. 

Executive principal of the Redstart Teaching Al¬ 
liance and national leader of education, Suzanne 
Flack, said: “We have some high quality teaching 
talent. Our aim now is to ensure we keep that tal¬ 
ent in our schools through support and develop¬ 
ment for those who want to develop their skills and 
those who wish to become our future school lead¬ 
ers. 

“I’m delighted that we are now further develop¬ 
ing our partnership with the University of Exeter 
to support the development of high quality initial 
teacher training places. 

“This will have a positive impact on teacher re- 
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cruitment in our area.” 

The National College for Teaching and Leader¬ 
ship (NCTL) has responsibility, in partnership with 
headteachers from the Teaching Schools Council, 
for the designation and quality of the teaching 
schools programme. 

National College for Teaching and Leadership 
chief executive, Charlie Taylor, said: “There are 
now almost 700 Teaching Schools around the 
country. 


“They are at the heart of an increasingly school- 
led system, leading the way in improving the qual¬ 
ity of our teachers and helping the schools in their 
partnership to become even better. 

“Like teaching hospitals, they have become cen¬ 
tres of excellence across the country, conducting 
research and training teachers. 

“Redstart Primary School should be very proud. 
They have been recognised as a centre of excel¬ 
lence in its area, with an outstanding performance 
and a track record of raising standards through sup¬ 
porting other schools.”

Solar farm expected to give 
£3million back to community 

THE timeline to invest in a local solar farm proj¬ 
ect, said to have a capacity to supply 1,600 
homes with renewable electricity, has been 
extended to give potential investors more time 
to help fund the scheme. 

The bond offer from Bath and West Commu¬ 
nity Energy, has been extended until July 25th, 
meaning local residents now have a week to 
get involved and invest in the Crewkerne solar 
array. 

A spokesperson for the scheme said: “We’re 
now 92 per cent of the way to meeting our tar¬ 
get, which is amazing news. Their investment 
gets a five per centannual return, but the real 
motivator for many are the community facts. 

“It will generate enough electricity to meet 
equivalent demand for more than 1,600 homes 
annually. Surplus profits go back into the local 
community - it's estimated £3million will be 
reinvested back into local communities over 25 
years." 

To ensure the scheme can go ahead, Bath and 
West Community is seeking to raise £2.63 mil¬ 
lion.

The proposed development would be a mix of 
two and three-storey buildings of detached, 
semi-detached and terraced houses, while the 
plans include 33 apartments. 

A spokesman for the developers said: ‘‘The

Hospital launches Medical Help Card to assist patients 


A MEDICAL Help Card has been launched by Yeovil District Hos¬ 
pital as a guide for patients who need medical help but are unsure 
where to turn. 

The aim of the card is to make it easier for people to find the right 
kind of care for them, with details of the services available locally, 
including information about the minor injury units in the region. 
This includes opening times, phone numbers, postcodes and clear 
information on the types of treatments each service can offer. 

Matron for the emergency department, Fiona Higginson, said: 
“The A&E department at Yeovil Hospital sees high numbers of pa¬ 


tients every day and emergency cases requiring immediate attention 
will always be prioritised. 

“As a result, patients with more minor injuries or illnesses can ex¬ 
perience long waits, when they could be treated in a different setting, 
often faster. We urge people who do not need emergency treatment 
to consider alternative options, such as the local minor injury unit, 
NHS 111, GP or pharmacist.” 

In June 2016, Yeovil Hospital’s A&E department saw an average 
of 130 patients each day. 

Fiona added: “The Medical Help Card means people locally will 


have the information they need to be able to choose the best service 
for them. 

“We don’t want to stop people coming to A&E who need urgent 
medical attention but we do want people to make sure it really is the 
right place for them, so that they get treated in the fastest, most ap¬ 
propriate way possible.” 

The handy wallet-sized help cards have been created in partnership 
with Somerset Partnership Trust and the South Western Ambulance 
Service and are available throughout the hospital as well as from 
pharmacies in Yeovil.

Heather Virgin, chairman of 
the Gooch Trust said, “My late 
father, Archie Gooch, would 
have been thrilled by the football 


club’s achievement in creating 
the new pavilion. 

“We know it will provide a 
good foundation for the football 
club to flourish and it is an ex¬ 
cellent additional facility for the 
people of Ilminster and the sur¬ 
rounding district.” 

Chairman of the club, Clive 
Moore, whilst thanking all those 
who had supported the building 
of the new pavilion said: “My 
heartfelt thanks go to all the or¬ 
ganisations that have supported 
this project with the substantial 
funding that has been needed 
and of course to our very own 
Gooch Trust, for their support 
right from the inception of this 
project.”

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Two Robs complete gruelling cycle 
across France for llminster charity 



FOR six days in June, 

Rob Dart and Rob 
Rainbow cycled 
across France from Le 
Mans to Lyon through 
some of the worst 
floods in living mem¬ 
ory to raise funds for 
Ilminster-based 
charity Purple Field 
Productions. 

The ride, mainly fol¬ 
lowing the River Loire 
valley, raised £2,500 
this unique film- 
making charity. 

Although it rained 
almost every day, the 
wind was kind and 
the much lower than 
normal temperatures 
were ideal for biking. 

The cyclists were supported by their wives, 
Annie and Cris, who were always on hand with 
towels, lunch and backup. 

On the final day, climbing up and over the 
Monts Lyonnais (2,000 feet), the sun shone and 
the hills proved less terrifying than expected, 
while the last 15km ride downhill to Lyon was 
described as “pure bliss". 

The two Robs have a combined age of 140 and 
completed the 620km in six days, consuming 
24 litres of water along the way, a large box of 
edible gels and energy bars and 30 bananas. 

On day four, the cyclists emailed the Purple 
Field Productions office to report on the ride 
and mentioned jokingly that two spare pairs of 
knees would be welcome! 

The office couldn't help with new knees but 
inspired the pair to continue with a story sent 
from Kenya, where their latest film drama, 1 ‘The 
Unknown", about the stigma attached to chil¬ 
dren born with cerebral palsy, was being 
shown. 

"We have just shown the film to a thousand 


school boys. I was assured afterwards that the 
boys had really enjoyed and followed it," they 
said. 

1 Teachers said if they hadn’t, they would have 
talked throughout and not paid attention. Af¬ 
terwards, moved by the film, some boys asked 
Salome - who had introduced the film - how 
they could form a group to help children with 
the disability. 

“Then, a little later, a teacher approached Sa¬ 
lome and asked about treatment for a child she 
knew. It took her several minutes to reveal that 
it was her own child that had cerebral palsy 
and Salome recognised the familiar hurdle of 
shame before acceptance that had to be con¬ 
quered. 

“That weekend the mother went to Nairobi 
and started receiving treatment for her child."

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Guest speaker talks on life Neroche selected to join Tim 
in Kuwait for WI members Peake Primary Space Project 


THORNCOMBE WI members recently welcomed 
Rosemary Martin to a meeting, who spoke at 
greath length about her life in Kuwait. 

Rosemary, originally from Cornwall, grew up in 
Dorset as a Methodist. She became interested in 
the Koran whilst living in Bournemouth and con¬ 
verted to Islam, subsequently marrying a Syrian 
man more than 30 years ago and she has lived with 
her husband and family in Kuwait since 1989. 

Anne Johnson-Rooks, a member of the WI said: 
“Rosemary’s talk was fascinating, covering the 
history of Kuwait, situated as it is in the Persian 
Gulf and surrounded by huge neighbours. The av¬ 
erage Syrian family has five children, but still there 
are many more ex-pats than Kuwaitis in the coun¬ 
try. 

“The A1 Sabah family rule Kuwait, and we heard 
about the rules of succession, the grid road system 
in Kuwait City, women’s rights, the currency (the 
Dinar is the strongest currency in the world), and 
of course the oil.” 

Rosemary added: “Pre-oil, the Kuwaitis were a 
trading nation, living in tents, sailing in dhows, 
diving for pearls and shipbuilding, amongst other 
industries. Modern-day Kuwait City abounds with 
skyscrapers, wide avenues, spectacular fountains, 
and shopping malls with many British and Amer¬ 
ican stores and restaurants. 

“There is no natural water in Kuwait, and much 
water is imported from the marshlands of Iraq.” 

Mrs Johnson-Rooks continued: “We saw slides 
of the Kuwait towers, in which the water is stored. 
One of the towers we saw has a restaurant and the 
other a revolving viewing tower. Other water tow¬ 
ers are dotted around the country, painted in blue 
and white stripes. 

“We had many questions for Rosemary at the 



close of her talk, which we all agreed had been 
most informative and interesting. As Rosemary’s 
mother lives in Chard Junction, we would wel¬ 
come her back to Thorncombe WI to hear more 
about this fascinating country.” 

The WI’s next meeting will be held on Tuesday, 
September 13th at 7.30 pm in the village hall, 
when the talk will be on “Horticulture and Ther¬ 
apy”. Hosts will be Barbara Fawcett and Margaret 
Retter.

11 NEED-TO-KNOWS 
BEFORE YOU PICK A 
SAVINGS ACCOUNT 

A SAVINGS account is just a place to dunk cash 
to earn interest and save for the future. But don't 
just go for the headline screaming the highest rate 
without first examining how it works and what the 
alternatives are... 

1. Savings interest is now paid tax free: 

It used to be that for every £100 interest earned, 
basic-rate taxpayers lost £20 in tax, higher rate 
£40. Yet since 6 April 2016, the new personal 
savings allowance (PSA) has turned it on its head. 
Now: 

• All savings interest will be paid gross, ie, there'll 
be no tax taken off. 

• This works for ALL interest - not just savings 
accounts, but bank accounts, credit unions & 
peer-to-peer savings. However share dividends 
aren't included. 

• Basic 20% rate taxpayers can earn £l,000/yr 
interest tax-free. 

• Higher 40% rate taxpayers can earn £500/yr 
interest tax-free. 

• Top 45% rate taxpayers don't get a PSA, so all 
interest is taxable. 

• Cash IS As, premium bonds and other tax-free 
savings interest DON'T count towards the £1,000 
(or £500) PSA limit so you can get this interest too. 

• If you earn interest over the limit, you pay tax at 
your income tax rate, but only on the amount over 
the limit. 

If you do then owe tax, it'll be taken through your 
tax code. If you self-assess, you'll declare anything 
you need to pay there. HMRC estimates the PSA 
will take 95% of people out of paying savings 
interest tax altogether. 

2. If you've costly debts, pay them off before 
saving: 

If the interest cost of your debt is more than you'd 
earn on savings you're better off paying down the 
debt. If you've £1,000 on a credit card at 20% it 
costs £200 a year, assuming a constant balance. In 
savings at 2%, you'd earn £20 a year, so you'd be 
£180 a year better off repaying the card. 

3. If you've got a mortgage, check if you should 
overpay it before saving: 

This is the same principle as above: if the mortgage 
rate is higher than the savings rate, and you can 
spare the cash, overpaying is a solid financial 
decision. However, there are possible complica¬ 
tions, such as penalties for paying too much... 

4. Have you used your 2016/17 ISA allowance? 
It allows you to save and never pay tax on 
interest: 

A cash ISA is simply a savings account where you 
never pay tax on the interest. Anyone aged 16 or

over can put up to £15,240 into their cash ISA 
during the current tax year. 

Traditionally this was the first place for taxpayers 
to put a lump sum, yet the new personal savings 
allowance has made them a less attractive option. 

5. Are you willing to switch bank account? 
You can boost savings rates: 

Surprisingly, some banks’ current accounts pay a 
higher rate of interest than their savings accounts 
- these are currently the top rates available, other 
than specialised exceptions. You’ll often need to 
switch bank account to take advantage, and pass a 
credit check. 

6. Can you put money aside each month? 
Consider a regular saver: 

This is a specific product for putting £10-£500 in 
every month (maximum deposits vary by account). 
If you want to save more, combine a few. The main 
advantage is they tend to pay much higher rates of 
interest than standard deals. 


10. In a couple? Put savings in the name of the 
partner who pays less tax: 

If one of you pays a lower rate of tax than the other, 
it's financially worth considering whose name you 
save in (but ONLY if you trust them). Put it in the 
lower rate taxpayer's name and it'll fall under a 
higher personal savings allowance, so you can save 
more without paying tax. There's nothing stopping 
married couples or civil partners moving money 
between them. 

If you're not married, there's no tax on giving your 
partner a 'gift' - though once the money goes 
across, be aware it becomes their cash, not yours. 
The only extra issue here would be inheritance tax. 
If the person who gave the cash dies within seven 
years the surviving partner may be charged tax.

7. Can you lock the cash away? Fixed savings 
give a (slightly) better return: 

You may want to consider getting a fixed-rate 
savings account where the amount you earn is set 
in stone over a fixed time period. However, you 
can't usually access the cash during that time, and 
even if you can, the penalties can be large. 
Usually fixed rates are higher than easy access, so 
they can be good deals. However, if normal 
savings rates were to increase during that time, 
you'd be unable to ditch and switch to a better 
payer. 

8. Up to £75,000 in savings per person is safe in 
UK-regulated accounts: 

Ten years ago, we wouldn’t have had to stress this 
so clearly. No bank had collapsed in 100 years, but 
then the credit crunch and global market turmoil 
hit. After the calamities that hit Northern Rock, 
RBS, the Lloyds group, Bradford & Bingley, 
Icesave and Kaupthing, every sensible saver 
should ask: "Is my money safe?" 

Provided the money is in a UK-regulated bank or 
building society, it's protected under the Financial 
Services Compensation Scheme (FSCS) for up to 
£75,000 per person. 

9. Ditch and switch after introductory 'bonus' 
rates end: 

These are temporary interest boosts to attract new 
customers. They're actually a good thing for many, 
as they effectively act as a minimum rate guarantee 
during the introductory period, promising you at 
least some interest. 

But it is vital to diarise the end date and switch as 
soon as the bonus ends, so you don't languish on a 
rubbish rate. Always know your account's exact 
name and the rate it pays as some try to flog you a 
similarly named deal at bonus-end. 



11. Got kids? Encourage them to start saving: 

If you’ve got children aged under 18, then you 
could consider opening a specialist savings account 
for them. Though they tend to mirror adult ac¬ 
counts (in that you can get easy-access, fixed-rate, 
IS As etc), some of the current rates actually beat 
their grown-up counterparts. Plus, it can be a great 
way to teach your kids the merits of saving early. 
You can gift enough savings per parent tax-free to 
earn £100 interest each year - though open a Junior 
ISA and all interest is tax-free regardless, though 
the cash is locked away. Other children’s savings 
options include Regular Savings, Easy-Access 
Savings and Fixed Savings.

Meditative in quality, cinematic in 
scope, his music spirals gracefully 
across complex patterns, motifs and 
harmonics. He made his name as a 
12-string acoustic guitarist, and his 
relationship with the instmment is 
near perfect. With an extensive back 
catalogue to his name on labels like 
Young God, Tompkins Square and 
Important Records, he has devel¬ 
oped a unique playing style that 
takes Takoma school finger-picking 
into an entirely new place. Swirling 
overtones, cascading notes and a 
thousand points of light cascade 


from his guitar and create ever-shift¬ 
ing textures that bear the influence of 
contemporary classical composition, 
post-rock dynamics and invisible 
soundtracks as much as the American 
folk guitar tradition.

NEARLY 50% of 17- 
24 year olds are 
open to buying a 
new or used car, 
which is significantly 
more than any other 
age group. The next 
closest age group 
open to considering 
new or used are 25- 
35 year olds with 
38% claiming they’re 
undecided. 

48% of all younger 
consumers aged 17- 
24 intend to buy a 
car on their first visit 
to a dealership, the 
second highest per¬ 
centage (38%) are 
those aged 25-34 
years, according to 
Auto Trader’s Annual 
Buying Report. 

The UK’s largest 
automotive market¬ 
place surveyed over 
2,000 consumers for 
its Annual Buying 


Report and found 
that spending time 
online is key for Mil¬ 
lennial when re¬ 
searching which car 
to buy, as only 9% of 
them claim to visit a 
retailer to browse 
models. What’s 
more, over a third of 
all car buyers dis¬ 
count visiting a deal¬ 
ership as part of 
their research to 
choose which car to 
buy next. 

While the majority 
of Millennial have a 
clear idea of the car 
they are interested in 
buying when they 
walk into a dealer¬ 
ship, nearly half of 
them are open to 
whether it will be a 
new or pre-owned 
version, and this pro¬ 
vides an opportunity 
for manufacturers 


and retailers to influ¬ 
ence their buying 
decision. 

Nick King, Auto 
Trader Insight Direc¬ 
tor, said: “We know 
there is now no real 
difference between a 
new and a used car 
buyer anymore - 
there are just car 
buyers. This is par¬ 
ticularly true of the 
17-24 year olds, the 
biggest demo¬ 
graphic of car buyers 
to consider new or 
used with 42% of 
them open to ei¬ 
ther. This is your fu¬ 
ture audience and 
not one to be ig¬ 
nored as this gener¬ 
ation is used to 
next-day delivery, 
and getting every¬ 
thing they want im¬ 
mediately, and it’s 
why 48% of millen- 


nials expect to walk 
in to a dealership and 
buy there and then.” 

The research also 
revealed that for 
nearly half of all car 
buyers their first 
contact with a dealer 
is when they walk in, 
with the primary 
reason for visiting a 
showroom being to 
buy a car retailers 
need to ensure there 
is a smooth process 
in place to achieve 
this. 

The good news is 
the vast majority of 
consumers sur¬ 
veyed are able to do 
just that with 81% 
revealing they were 
able to buy their car 
on the same day. 
That does, however, 
leave nearly one in 
five car buyers un¬ 
able to complete 


their deal, with the 
biggest reason cited 
that the car wasn’t 
ready to drive away. 

Retailers need to 
ensure customers 
can complete their 
car purchasing 
process when they 
walk in, or risk losing 
a sale, and also pro¬ 
vide a seamless and 
enjoyable purchase 
experience which 
starts online. The re¬ 
search discovered 
the third most im¬ 
portant reason given 
as to why a con¬ 
sumer bought from 
a given retailer is 
friendly and courte¬ 
ous staff. 

Nick King contin¬ 
ues: “Of all the age 
groups, Millennial 
are more likely to say 
they find the car 
buying process bor¬ 


ing, confusing and 
complicated, and 
least likely to say 
they find it exciting, 
fun and interesting. 
So there are oppor¬ 
tunities for retailers 
to win here by blend¬ 
ing the on and offline 
retail experience into 
one seamless 
process that is en¬ 
joyable, quick and 
easy. Millennial are 
the most impatient 
for this to happen as 
they are the most 
tech savvy, so there 
is a huge opportu¬ 
nity for the industry 
to grab.”

Somerset v Middlesex 

(Taunton - Friday, July 15th) 
SOMERSET'S hopes of making the 
T20 quarter-finals were ended 
after defeat at the hands of Mid¬ 
dlesex saw them slump to bottom 
place in the Southern Group. 

Somerset batted first and got off 
to a reasonable start with Mahayla 
Jayawardene and skipper Jim Al- 
lenby putting on 49 in the six over 
powerplay. 

The former Sri Lankan captian fell 
soon after, but Allenby went on to 
complete his half-century off 38 
deliveries which included seven 4s 
and six.
